"NOT ONE OF THEM ALIVE. 


Twin Shaft—Chancés of Recover- 
ing the Bodies Are More Remote 
Ever—Damage to the Mine. 


(BY ABSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WILKESBARRE (Pa.,) June 29.—The 
excitement at Twin Shaft in Pittston, 
where nearly one hundred miners are 
entombed, continues today. At the 
mouth ot the shaft, besides the wives 
and children of the entombed men, there 
are hundreds of persons, not residents 
of Pittston alone, but visitors from 
Scranton and Wilkesbarre. The wives 
and children stand near the opening to 
the death chamber, urging the rescuers 
to greater efforts. 

Practically nothing has been accom- 
plished toward the recovery of the men. 
There is scarcely an old miner about 
the opening of the mine who does not 
believe the men are all dead. The res- 
cuing party which went into the mine 
at 1 o'clock, came out at 7 o’clock. The 
foreman reports the timbering is going 
oh as rapidly as possible. The work is 
necessarily slow, owing to the danger of 
falling rocks loosened by the explosion. 

If the slope is not completely choked 


| with debris the rescuers may possibly 


be able to reach the men within twenty- 


- four hours, otherwise it may be two or 


three days. The rescuing party is 2000 
feet from where the cave-in occurred. 
Gas continues to accumulate, and the 
roof, which was weakened by the explo- 
sion, is in danger of falling at any mo- 
ment. A survey of the interior of the 
mine this morning shows the main 
slope is blocked worse than officialsare 
willing to admit. Fully sixty feet that 
had been cleared up yesterday after- 
noon is blocked by another fall that oc- 
curred before 4 o’clock this morning. 

Fire Boss Johns said: It is my belief 
that the air current in Twin Shaft was 
shut off the moment the cave-in oc- 

curred. Then, if the men were not 
killed by falling rock and coal, they 
may have lived some minutes before 
being suffocated, or if the space where 
they were was left clear, the gas may 
have accumulated and exploded, which 
would, of course, have burned the men 
to death. It is not likely that it will be 
he men died until the 
bodies are found.” 

The damage to the mine is estimated 

at $25,000, and the expense of getting 
the bodies out may reach The 

mpany is censured for sending men 
into the mine when it was in a danger- 
ous condition. In answer it was said 
the company either had to do it, or close 
the mine, which would have meant 1 
Joss ot all capital invested. 

Water has begun pouring into the 
slope and threatens to drive out the res- 
cuers. It is thought to be surface water 
and will soon cease to flow. Others 
think the water comes from the Sus- 
quehanna River. If it is. river water, 
the whole mine will be flooded in a 
short time and it will be months before 
the bodies can be got out.

WILKE ESBARRE (Pa.,) June 29.-—It is

A CHIEF’S GE GRANDSON. 


John L. Dube of ot Africa to Complete 
Theological studies. ‘ 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

NEW YORK, June 29.—John L. 
Dube, a native of Zulu, has just ar 
rived from Africa. He is the grand- 
son of a chief of his tribe and a son of 
the first native preacher of Christianity 
in South Africa. Dube has come to 
this country to complete his theological 
studies, so that he may enter the field 
as a missionary to his people. 

„My grandfather was,” he said, one 
of the chiefs of the tribe under Chaka, 
‘the cruel head of the Zulu nation. I 
am told that my grandfather was very 


owing to his great cruelty, was very 
unpopular. In that way my ancestor 
incurred the enmity of his superior, 
and the latter plotted to kill him. He 
and his men were treachously attacked 
and killed. My grandfatehr fled wie 
my father to Natal. He became 
Christian and refused the chiefship of 
his nation.” 

Of the Matabele uprising, he said: 
“This has been caused by the treat- 
ment giving to the natives by the Eng- 
lish. Rhodes and the other officials of 
the South Africa Company, we have 
found by fearful experience, are trying 
to put all they can in their pockets by 
killing and plundering us. I am afraid 
that, unless the company changes its 
methods of treating the natives, there 
will be war for many years to come.”

The Work of Silver 
Democrats. 


Have Reorganized the Party on 
Economic Ideas. 
Bimetallic National Committee 

Meets Today. 


Ex-Gov. Botes Replies to the Whit-

Chicago, June 29.—The leaders of the 
Democratic silver forces in the various 
States are beginning to gather, pre- 
paratory to their meeting, which will be 
held in the Sherman House in this city 
tomorrow under the auspices of the bi- 
metallie Democratic National Commit- 
tee. The meeting is not to be of as 
general a character as has been sup- 
posed. It will be, in a large measure, 
of representatives of the Bimetallic 
Committee, which was organized in 
Washington last August, and there will 
also be present other leading silver 
Democrats, to whom invitations have 
been especially extended. The following 
is a partial list of those expected:

The general purpose of the meeting 
is to exercise a supervisory care over 
the interests of the silver cause in the 
Democratic convention. The confer- 
ence was first decided wpon two months 
ago, when the silver people were not so 
sure of being able to control the con- 
vention as they now are, and when

interests to keep an eye upon the pro- 
ceedings of the National Democratic 
Committee. It was considered impor- 
tant at that time that the silver people 
should have a rfect understanding 
that there would be doubtful moves in 
the convention or elsewhere. Now the

Maj. T. O. Towles of Missouri who is 
secretary of the National Bimetallic 
Democratic National Committee, was 
among the arrivals today. In conver- 
sation he said that probably the first 
work of the committee would be the ap- 
pointment of a sub-committee to con- 
fer with the National Democratic Com- 
mittee with a view to securing harmo- 
nious action in the convention. 
| “Our committee,” said Towles, refer- 
ring to the bimetallic organization, 
„has done much of the work which has 
resulted in securing a majority for sil- 
ver in the convention and we want to 
make sure that the cause is protected 
in the convention. Whatever the pre- 
dictions of the National Committee, I 
suppose they will show no disposition 
to deprive’ the silver majority of the 
convention of its right to name the 
temporary chairman and to exercise 
other rights belonging to the majority, 
but it such a disposition should be man- 
ifested, it would be resented and the 
silver men would undoubtedly name a 
candidate of their own for presiding of- 
ficer. 

“Furthermore, they would elect him. 
To prevent such a clash as this or a 
clash upon any other point, it will be 
necessary that our organization should 
have an understanding with the na- 
tional convention.“ 

Maj. Towles has a high idea of the 
work which has been performed by 
the bimetallic Committee. 

We have done what has never be- 
fore been done in the history of the 
country,” he sald. “We have reor- 
ganized the party within the party on 
an economic question. Heretofore when 
a number of — —— found them- 
selves differing fadically from the 
leaders of their party on questions of 
principle they have found it necessary 
to separate from the parent organiza- 
tion and to o ize a new party. We 
have revolutionized the Democratic 
party on the question of currency and 
are still in e ranks. That, I con- 
sider an achievement worthy of note.” 

Towles thinks that when. the test 
comes the silver men will be found to 
have the necess two-thirds to nomi- 
nate a Presidential candidate. 

The Bimetallic Committee has from 
the first studiously eliminated the ques- 
tion of candidates from its considera- 
tion, but they will take the matter in 
hand later if it appears necessary to se- 
cure the nomination of a desirable man. 

Senator Harris, who by virtue of his 

osition of chairman of the National 

ocratic Committee will preside over 
the conference, arrived tonight and 
took quarters at the Sherman House. 
The initial meeting of the series will be 
called to order by him tomorrow noon. 
The meetings will not be open to the 
public. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas, who will 
be a prominent figure in these meetings, 
confirmed the statement of Secretary 
Towles that the first work of the con- 
ference would be to confer with the sub- 
committee of the National Democratic 


Committee as to the selection of a tem- 
porary chairman and as to contests, if 
| necessary. He said there was no ap- 


sity for such caution. Among the mat- 


prehension that the National Committee 
would be disposed to deal fairly with 
the silver majority, but that it had been 
thought best in the interest of effective- 
ness and security to have an under- 
standing. 

Senator Jones said also that the 
question of a temporary chairman had 
not been canvassed, and that he had no 
idea of who would be selected for the 
position. He also stated that he doubted 
whether, undér the circumstances, the 
contests which had been threatened 
from Texas, Colorado, Nevada and Ne- 
braska would materialize now that it 
was so evident that silver men would 
haye an unquestioned majority. 

“They may have thought originally 
that they could gain something in case 
the convention should close, by pre- 
venting the representation of those 
States on the Committee on Creden- 
tials, but the silver majority is now 
so patent to all that they must have 
surrendered this idea if they ever en- 
tertained it.“ 

Jones ‘says that so far as he has 
heard from the silver delegates they 
practically agreeupon the main features 
of the platform. Their idea is to give 
first place to the financial plank, and 
to make all other questions, including 
the tariff, subservient to thts. Asked 
what influence he expected Mr. Whit- 
ney’s coming to Chicago would have 
upon the convention, Senator Jones 
replied: “None whatever. It will have 
no more eftect than would a very fine 
Spray on a duck’s back. The people 
have made up their minds as to what 
they want, and the delegates they have 
sent here will be here to do their bidding 
and no amount of influence will change 
their purpose or turn the course of 
events.“ 

“IT see,” continued the Senator, “that 
it is suggested that business influences 
can be brought to bean’to change the 
votes of Southern delegates.

Bland is a safe, practical man, and if 
elected, would de entirely reliable as 
President. There can be no doubts on 
that score. I have not, however, de- 
voted myself so much to finding Pres- 
idential material, as I have to making 
sure of a silver majority in the conven- 
tion.

Threats of the Cuban 
Insurgents, 


A Circular Warning Left at the 
Doors of Citizens. 


The Edifices to Be Destroyed Are 
Beleeted

NEW YORK, June 29.—The Jour- 
nals Havana correspondent sends the 
following: . 

“The - revolutioniste have formally 
served notice on the people of Havana 
that plans have been completed and 
Will be carried into exécution ‘this sum- 
mer to wipe out every’ vestige of the 
city by means of dynamite, if it be nec- 
essary to go to that extreme to drive 
the Spaniards off the island. Coples of 
the circular conveying this announce- 
ment have been left at the houses of 
well-to-do people of the city. It is en- 
titled, Dynamite Circular to Cuban 
Families,“ and reads as follows: 

The summer campaign is to be sup- 
ported in large towns by the revolu- 
tionists residing therein, and to this 
end terrible means must be resorted to 
—the employment of dynamite. The in- 
habitants of Havana are fully aware 
that the announcement of this plan is 
no vain threat, as the plans agreed 
upon for the explosion have already 
begun to materialize. The edifices 
doomed to be blown up have been se- 
lected, and one after another shall fall. 
The revolutionist party cannot retrace 
its steps, and if it je necessary to totally 
destroy the city of Havana for the pur- 
pose of expelling Spain, it shall be de- 
stroyed. 

Therefore our compatriots’ families 
must become wy aware as to the im- 
portance of hurriedly abandoning the 
country, and to those who cannot, we 
charge them to be ever on the alert and 
employ the constant and indefatigable 
vigilance proper to those who find 
themselves next to a mine loaded to the 
utmost.’” 

SPAIN’S PREPARATIONS. 

NEW YORK, June 29.—A special to 
the Herald from Madrid says that the 
statement to the effect that the platform 
adopted by the St. Louis convention 
causes uneasiness in Spain and that it 
is feared a conflict with the United 
States has now almost a fixed date, is 
misleading. While there does exist a 
certain feeling of unrest on account of 
the declaration of the convention touch- 
ing the Cuban question, it must not be 
imagined that it is dictated by fear, but 
rather springs from.a very natural de- 
sire to know the worst at once. 

There can be no question that Spain 
is making preparations for eventuali- 
ties, but she is certamly not doing so 
with any intention ‘of making war, but 
in order to be in as good a position as 
possible to defend herself if attacked.

BILL BRINKLEY’S BLAST. 


A Miner Accused of Blowing Up His 
Wife.

PRESCOTT (Arts., June 29.—Bill 
Brinkley, a miner employed in the 
Last Gbhence mine, was arrested last 
night charged with exploding giant 
powder which wrecked the Cabinet sa- 
loon. Brinkley’s wife was in the.din- 
ing-room when the explosion occurred, 
the powder being placed immediately 
under this portion of the building. It 
is alleged that he has made frequent 
threats against her, saying he woyld 
blow her up. 

The officers state that he has told 
conflicting stories since the arrest. He 
was at the Last Chance mine on Sat- 
urday and it is stated he was in a room 
where giant powder was stored and 
that a five-pound box is missing. That 
both women in the dining-room were 
not instantly killed is attributed to the

and the ground saved the building from 
becoming a total wreck. A Chinese 
waiter who had just served the women 
with a meal, received the heaviest 
force of the concussion and his injuries 
are considered serious. 


NOT ENOUGH STEAMERS 


To Carry Away People Who Want to 

Leave Alaska.

TACOMA, June 29.—William Hutch- 
inson returned today from Cook Inlet, 
Alaska, where he spent two months.

M’KINLEY FORMALLY NOTIFIED. 


Maj. McKinley was formally noti- 
fied yesterday of his nomination for 
President by the Republican National 
Convention. Senator John M. Thurs- 
ton of Nebraska, chairman of the Noti- 
fication Committee, made the address 
on behalf of the committee. It is 
hardly necessary to say that Mr. 
Thurston’s remarks were apropos and 
felicitous. The Nebraska Senator has 
a way of saying the right thing at the 
right time, with eloquence and force. 
His speech in the convention, second- 


| ing the nomination of Maj. McKinley, 


was a masterpiece of graceful oratory 
such as has seldom been excelled upon 
similar occasions. Senator Thurston’s 
notification speech attempted no ora- 
torical flights, which obviously would 
have been out of place under the cir- 
cumstances. He contented himself 
with a simple, straightforward state- 
ment of the action of the nominating 
convention, and of the causes which 
led up to the magnificent indorsement 
which Maj. McKinley received at the 
hands of that great gathering of repre- 
sentative Republicans. He closed with 
the prediction that Maj. McKinley 
would be elected, and that his admin- 
istration would “enhance the dignity 
and power of this glorious republic, 
and secure the safety, welfare and hap- 
piness of its liberty-loving people.“ 

The response of Maj. McKinley, like 
all his public utterances, was couched 
in graceful yet forcible language, 
peculiarly appropriate to the occasion. 
While gratefully acknowledging the. 
high honor conferred upon him, as the 
recipient of that honor he expressed a 
deep sense of the weighty responsi- 
bilities imposed. “In accepting the 
one I assume the other,” he said, re- 
lying upon the patriotic devotion of 
the people to the best interests of our 
beloved country, and the sustaining 
care and aid of Him without whose 
support all we do is empty and vain. 
Should the people ratify the choice of 
the great convention for which you 
speak, my only aim will be to promote 
the public good, which in America is 
always the good to the greatest num- 
ber, the honor of our country and the 
welfare of the people.” 

Touching the questions to be settled 
in the pending national contest, Maj. 
McKinley dwelt at some length upon 
the necessity for providing adequate 
revenue to meet the necessary and 
legitimate expenses of the govern- 
ment, which he plainly indicated 
should be accomplished by the restora- 
tion of adequate protective duties. | 
“The complaint of the people,” he de- 
clared, “is not against the administra- 
tion for borrowing money and issuing 
bonds to preserve the credit of the 
country, but against the ruinous policy 
which has made this necessary. It is 
but an incident, and a necessary one, 
to the policy which has been inaug- 
urated. The inevitable effect of such 
a policy is seen in the defleits of the 
United States Treasury, except as it 
is replenished by loans, and in the 
distress of the people, who are suffer- 
ing because of the scant demand for 
either their labor or the products of 
their labor. Here is the fundamental 
trouble, to remedy which, is Republi- 
can opportunity and duty.” 

On the financial question Maj. Mc- 
Kinley's remarks were clear-cut and 
unequivocally against any and all 
measures that would or might result 


in the debasement of our currency. 
The American people,” he declared, 


“hold the financial honor of our gov- 
ernment as sacred as our flag, and can 
be relied upon to guard it with the 
same sleepless vigilance. They hold its 
preservation above party fealty, and 


have often demonstrated that party | 


ties avail nothing when the spotless 


credit of our country is threatened. 
The money of the United States and 
every kind and form of it, whether 
of paper, silver or gold, must be as 
good as the best in the world. It must 
not only be current at its full face 
value at home, but it must be counted 
at par in every commercial center of 
the globe. The sagacious and far-see- 
ing policy of the great men who 
founded our government, the teachings 
and acts of the wisest financiers at 
every stage in our history, the stead- 
fast faith and splendid achievements 
of the great party to which we belong, 
and the genius and integrity of our 
people have always demanded this and 
will ever maintain it. The dollar paid 
to the farmer, the wage-earner and 
the pensioner must continue forever 
equal in purchasing and debt-paying 
power to the dollar paid to any gov- 
ernment: creditor. The contest this 
year will not be waged upon ties of 
theory and speculation, but in the light 
of severe practical experience and new 
and dearly-acquired knowledge. The 
great body of our citizens know what 
they want and that they intend to 
have. They know for. what the Repub- 
lican party stands and what its return 
to power means to them.” 

Maj. McKinley further stated that he 
had carefully considered the platform 
adopted at St. ‘Louis, and that it had 
his unqualified approval. He expressed 
gratification that the declarations of 
the platform are so direct, clear and 
emphatic as to leave no doubt of their 
meaning. He promised that a fuller 
statement of his views would be given 
in his formal letter of acceptance, 
which will follow in due course. 

The persistent attempts of certain 
enemies of Maj. McKinley to cast 
doubt upon the soundness of his finan- 
cial views are shown by the- words 
above quoted to have been wholly 
malicious and without the least found- 
ation in fact. Those pertinacious in- 
terrogators who, prior to the conven- 
tion, sought to draw from him some 
expression on the financial question 
which might be used to his disad- 
vantage, now have their answer. They 
will be still further enlightened when 
Maj. McKinley writes his letter of ac- 
ceptance. Let them make the most 
of it. 


“We are just everlastingly going to 
toot our free-silver horn, even if we 
do bust the country wide open.” That 
is about the tenor of the free-silver 
programme, and it is practically cer- 
tain to be the programme adopted by 
the Democratic National Convention 
to be held in Chicago next month, 
notwithstanding Whitney’s “call to 
arms.”

THE POPE’S ANXIETY IS FOR THE 
STRAYED SHEEP. 


Advance Sheets of His Encyclical on 
the Reunion eof the Christian 
Church—The Rule of the Vice- 
Regent on Earth. 


ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

BALTIMORE (Md.,) June 29.—Car- 
dinal Gibbons has received from Rome 
advance sheets containing the follow- 
ing comprehensive abstract of the 
Pope’s encyclical on the reunion of the 
Christian Church. It has very prob- 
ably some bearing on Mr. Gladstone's 
recent letter which has attracted much 
atttention. The Pope said: 

“The Holy Father, intent upon the 
work of bringing all to the one fold of 
Christ, considers that it would conduce 
to that end were he to set before the 
peoples of the Christian world the ideal 
and exemplar of the church as divinely 
constituted, to which church all are 
boung by God’s command to belong. 

“In scripture, the church is called a 
part of the body of Christ. It is visi- 
ble, as being a living and organized so- 
clety, and is animated by the invisible 
vital principle of supernatural life. 
These, therefore, who either deny that 
Christ’s church is a visible body or re- 
fuse to allow that it has the perennial 
communication of the gifts of divin 
grace’ are equally ‘in a Frievious an 

rnicious error.’ 

„A church which should embrace all 


another. 

“Ae a necessary consequence, ‘in His 
divine wisdom He ordained in His 
church of faith a virtue which is the 
first of those bonds which unite man 
to God, and whence we receive the 
name of faithful.’ Christ endowed His 
aposties with authority like to hig own, 
and promised that the spirit of truth 
should direct them and remain with 
them forever, and because of this com- 
migsion it is no more allowable to re- 
pudiate one iota of the apostles’ teach- 
ing than to reject any point of the doc- 
trines of Christ Himself. This apostolic 
mission was intended for the galvation 
of the whole human race, and conse- 
quently must — to the end of time. 
“The magisterium 
Christ in His church was by God's will 
perpetuated in the successors appoint- 
ed by the apostles, and in like man- 
ner the duty of accepting and profes- 
sing all that is thus taught is also per- 
petual. There is nothing which the 
church founded on these principles that 
it has been more careful to — than 
the integrity of the faith. he fathers 
of the church are unanimous in con- 
sidering as outside the Catholic com- 
munion any one who in the least degree 
deviates from ‘even one point of the 
doctrine. proposed by the authoritative 
magisterium church. The church 
is man’s guide to whatever pertains to 
heaven. This is the office appointed 
to it by God that it may watch over 
and may order all that concerns re- 
ligion and may without hindrance, ex- 
ercise according to its judgment its 
charge over Christianity. 

“Wherefore, they who pretend that 
the church has any wish to interfere 
in civil matters or to infringe upon the 
rights of the State either know it is 
not, or wickedly calumniate it. 
As no true and perfect human society 
is ‘conceived which is not governed by 
some supreme authority,’ so Christ of 
necessity gave to His church a su- 
preme authority to which all Christians 
may be obedient. For the preservation 
of unity there must be unity of gov- 
ernment jure divino and men may be 
placed outside the one fold by schism 
as well as by he ‘ 

“The nature of this supreme author 
ity can be ascertained the posi- 
tive evident will of Christ in the mat- 
ter. As He willed that His kingdom 
should be visible, Christ was obliged 
to designate a vice-regent on earth in 
the person of St. Peter. He also deter- 
mined that the authority given to Him 
for the salvation of mankind in per- 
petuity should be inherited by St. Fe- 
ter’s successors. 

„It cannot be doubted from the words 
of the Holy Writ, by the church by the 
will of God, rests on St. Peter as a 
building upon ite foundation. St. Pe- 
ter could not fulfill this duty without 
the power of commanding, forbidding 
and judging, which ‘is proper to be 
called jurisdiction. It is by the power 
of jurisdiction that nations and com- 
monwealths are held together—a pri- 
macy of honor and the shadowy t 
of giving advice and admonition, which 
is called direction, could not give 
to any soolety or men, 
expression of the 
‘keys’ and of ‘binding and loosening’ in- 
dicate ‘the power of making laws, of 
judging and of punishing—a power 
which our Lord declares to be of such 
amplitude and force that God would 
ratify whatever is decreed by it.’ Thus 
the power of St. Peter is supreme and 
absolutely independent, and as so, hav- 
ing no other power on earth as its su- 
perior, it embraces the whole church 
and all things oommitted to the church. 

“As his governing authority belongs 
to the constitution and formation of 
the church, as the very principle of 
unity and etability, it was clearly in-

PASSING OF NIAGARA FALLS. 


Chicago Channel the Ultimate Outlet 

of the Great Lakes. 

(Popular Science Monthly:) Years 
the terrestrial movements raised the 
Johnson barrier to the Erie basin so 
high that the waters of that lake 
reached not merely the level of Lake 
Michigan, but the point of turning all 
the water of the upper lakes into the 
Mississippi drainage by way of Chi- 


cago. 

But the falls were then cutting 
through the ridge and when this was ac- 
complished, before the change of drain- 
age was completed, the surface of Lake 
Erie was lowered by many feet. and 
thus the falls were retstablished for 
some time longer, 

Slowly, year by year, one sees the 
cataract wearing back and suggestin 
the time when the river will be turn 
into a series of rapids. but another si- 
lent cause is at work, and one not easily 
seen, namely, the effects of the chang- 
ing of the level of the earth’s. crust.. 

From computations it was found that 
for the first 24,000 years of the life of 
the river only the Erie waters flowed 
by way of the Niagara River, and for 
only 8000 years have the waters of the 
maser lakes been feeding the falls.

AFTERNOON SESSION, 


Squabble Over the Transfer of Park 
Funds. 


The shifting of appropriations from 
one park fund to another was brought 
up again by Chairman Stockwell, who 
recommended its adoption, but Coun- 
cilman Snyder opposed it vigorously, 
and with many words, pathetically 
stating that the Council had made 
enough mistakes, without adding any 
more at the present time. Having 
thrown down the gauntlet with much 
acrimony, the honorable councilor sat 
down. Councilman Munson declined 
the combat. declaring that the money 
had simply been transferred away from 
the Westlake Park fund, and that the 
workmen would not be paid unless the 
amount were shifted back again. Mr. 
Snyder wailed over the bad precedent 
that was being established, but Mr. 
Munson blandly assured the Council 
that it had been done before without 
fatal effect, and that the present pro- 
posed transfer was simply to straighten 
out the park finances, and even things 
up. Mr. Munson asserted that the Audi- 
tor’s books showed that the park fund 
was out of money, but Mr. Snyder snap- 
pishly retorted that there were other 
funds out of money, and that the parks 
on his side of the divide were being 
— for the advantage of the west 

The chief ground of Mr. Snyder's 
complaint seemed to be that he was ig- 
nored by the Finance Committee which 
made the report, but he fas promptly 
crushed by Mr. Stockwell, who assured 
him that if he had been in his place 
when the committee met, he would have 
been consulted. Mr. Snyder still 
mourned that the Council, after shear- 
ing the East Side all the year, were 
now rubbing it in to an extent that 
was beyond the power of humanity to 
bear. Almost with tears in his eyes, the 
tender-hearted Councilman protested 
his deep love for the laboring man, 
but that he did not want his laboring 
men over at Elysian Park docked for 
the purpose of paying Mr. Stockwell’s 
laboring men in Westlake. 

Councilmen Munson said that no la- 
boring man was going to be deprived 
of his nioney by the proposed trans- 
ferrence, as Westlake Park was the only 
one that was short. Councilman 
Stockwell came to the front with sta- 
tistics which bore out this statement, 
showing ‘the only deficiency to be 
against Westlake Park. Mr. Snyder 
called for the Park Commissioners, 
who ought to attend to these things, 
but this body made no official sign of 
existence, and the Councilman contin- 
ued his protest against discrimination 
in favor of certain wards and the pres- 
-_ pon of robbing Peter to pay 

ul. 

After much more disputing, the rec- 
ommendation was amended by Council- 
man Pessell, who suggested transfer- 
ring $150 each from Elysian Park and 
East Side Park to fill up the gap at 
Westlake Park. This amendment was 
beaten, and the roll-call resulted in the 
adoption of the original recommenda- 
tion. 

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 

The following report was submitted 
by the City Attorney: 

“In accordance with your instruc- 
tions, I present herewith an ordinance 
amending ordinance No. 3666, entitled, 
‘An ordinance regulating the standing 
of hacks and other vehicles for hire, 
and the hitching of horses and other 
beasts of burden in and upon certain 
streets of the city of Los Angeles.’ 

“Also, an ordinance providing for the 
employment of additional men and 
teams in the street. department.” 

The amendment to the hitching ordi- 
nance fixed the hours during which it 
ie in effect to those between 7 a.m. and 
6:3 p.m. The second ordinance recom- 
mended the employment of twenty men 
and three teams during the months of 
July and August. Both were adopted. 

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health 
held Saturday evening, June 27, 1896, 
the following resolution was wunani- 
m@isly adopted: 

“After a careful and thorough inves- 
tigation of the water system of the 
city, we are unanimously of the opin- 
ion that the water received into the 
company’s conduits at the headworks 
is pure and wholesome, and free from 
any deleterious contamination. We find 
that it is conveyed in closed conduits of 
steel and masonry from the headworks 
to the Buena Vista street and Bellevue 
reservoirs, the two principal, supply 
reservoirs of the system. 

“From these two reservoirs all the 
other reservoirs are fed, either directly 
by supply pipes connecting therewith 
or through the aid of pumping stations 

“The Buena Vista Reservoir is beau- 
tifully located in the hills in Elysian 
Park above the river. It is surrounded 
by a wall of cement of sufficient height 
to keep out all storm water from the 
surrounding bills, and the water is 
clean and clear. The only fault found 
here is a growth of moss, which is not 
deleterious in itself or unwholesome 
while it remains in the reservoir, but 
if allowed to enter the supply pipes it 
may clog up the smaller pipes, decom- 
pose and become offensive, in which 
event it renders the water unwholesome 
for drinking purposes. 

“The Bellevue Reservoir ie located 
near the western city limits, has been 
in use but one year, during which time 
it has been emptied and cleaned three 
times. The water here is not in as 
good condition as in the Buena Vista 
Reservoir, owing principally to the 
fact that the reservoir is new and its 
walls and bottom not yet thoroughly 
seasoned. 

“We also find in these reservoirs the 
presence of small fish, which in them- 
selves do not in any way impair the 
wholesomeness of the water, while 
they remain in the reservoir, but owing 
to .imperfect screens, it is possible 
for them to go into the main supply 
pipes, and in many instances, into the 
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smaller pipes, where they dle, decom- 
pose and render the water supply a 
these particular places unwholesome 
and not fit for household or drinking 
purposes. 

“The Beaudry Reservoir, located on 
the hills above the Sisters’ Hospital, 
has been recently cleaned and newly 
covered. The water here ie in perfect 
condition. 

“Th High Service Reservoir has been 

in use for several years, and, although 
it is filled from the Beaudry Reservoir, 
that water does not seem to be in as 
good condition. We suggest that this 
reservoir be cleaned out. 
As numerous complaints have 
reached this board from residents in 
various parts of the city, supplied from 
the Bellevue Reservoir or foreign bodies 
such as fish, moss, etc., being in thé 
water, rendering it obnoxious to the 
senses and unpalatable at such 
times; we therefore su that 
this reservoir be emptied and cleaned 
out, and a system of screens or 
filters (preferably filters) be used 
to prevent any contamination of 
the water from this reservoir by such 
foreign bodies entering the supply 
pipes. When this is done and the walls 
and cement work have been thoroughly 
seasoned, we believe the water supplied 
from this reservoir will be as pure and 
wholesome as that in any other reser- 
voir of the city. 

“We, therefore, recommend that the 
City Water Company use every means 
at ite command toward keeping out all 
foreign bodies or matter which can in 
any way get into the supply pipes of 
the system, and thereby render the 
water unwholesome or unfit for house- 
hold purposes. 

“We also desire to correct the impres- 
sion which has been noised about, pub- 
lished and prated upon by private cor- 
porations for their own personal ag- | 
grandizement, that our water supply 
ts contaminated by disease germs much 
to the city’s detriment. We believe, 
with the exception of what has already 
been stated in this report, that we are 
favored with as pure and wholesome 
water as any other city in the country. 

“It was resolved that a copy of this 
report be sent to the City Council, and 
to the City Water Company, and to 
each newspaper in the city.“ 

The report was referred again to the 
Board of Health, with instructions to 
see that the recommendations con- 
tained therein are carried out. 

A message from the Mayor was read, 
in which the market ordinance was re- 
turned without his aproval. Council- 
man Kingery moved that section 5 be 
changed to read: “The said market 
shall open at 4 am. every day in the 
year, except Sundays.” Mr. Kingery 
also moved that the prices of cer- 
tain of the stalls be cut down. The en- 
tire amount of income was estimated 
to be about $435 a month, an amount 
sufficient to pay expenses. After much 
discussion, the ordinance, as amended, 
was adopted by am unanimous vote. 
Councilman Snyder surprised himself 
and everybody else by voting yea, but 
immediately declared that he was sorry 
to have to do it, and that his only rea- 
son for not having negatived the whole 
thing was that the Council was tied up 
in a lease. Mr. Stockwell coincided 
with Mr. Snyder's vote and regrets.

Claude Ely, Harry French, Benton 
Glover, Will Warren, young Patter- 
son, George Ely and J, Jones and oth- 
ers walked about the grounds and 
buildings at 8 o’clock in the evening, 
and ye jesting and having a pretty 

me. 

Doyle had recently been employed to 
look after the premises, but the others 
knew nothing About this arrangement. 
Doyle claimed that the young men car- 
ried clube in their hands; he thought 
these implements were spokes from 
some old wagon wheel; that he ob- 
served them knocking down Chinese 
lanterns that had been hung about the 
grounds and striking the follage of 
trees with their clubs, ‘and that when 
he came near them they ran away. He 
then went into hiding in a growth of 
cane-near the sidewalk, and when they 
came by he stepped out. He declared 
that at this juncture Claud Ely raised 
his cane or stick in a threatening man- 
— and he simply punched him in the 
ace, 

The young men all swore to an en- 
tirely different .version of the affair. 


Many of them could not remerber hav- 
ing: seen Ely with a cane at the time, 


in the evening he had 
one. yall told a pretty straight 
story, although excluded from the room 
during the examination of witnesses. 
Doyle etepped 
from behind the cane bushes, grabbed 


Ely by the coat collar, pulled him 


around quickly toward him, and dealt 
him a blow in the face. 

A number of witnesses were called 
by the defense to prove the character 
of Claude Ely; the purpose was to give 
the young man „ bad reputation. 
Among those called were J. G. Catlin, 
Dr. Boge, James T. James, Thomas 
Warren, Prof. E. L. French and E. T. 
Bryan, all elderly men. Every one of 
these witnesses gave Ely a good repu- 
tation, excepting Dr. Boge, who said 
his reputation was bad, but could give 
the name of no one he had ever heard 
say 80. 

The progecution was ready to admit 
Doyle’s reputation was good, and upon 
this statement the cause closed. Neither 
side cared to argue the case, and the 
matter went to the court. 

Justice Young briefly said that he 
would find Doyle guilty of assault, as 
charged, the evidence leaving no doubt 
in his mind upon the subject. | 

Doyle will receive sentence this morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock.

SAN DIEGO TAXPAYER SEEKS TO 
ENO THE CITY. 


Contract for the 
New Water System Illegal and 
the Council Proceedings Con- 
trary to the City’s Charter—Re- 
cent Election Void. 


A bin was filed yesterday in the 


United Staes Circuit Court by F. 8. 
Nicholson against the city of San Di- 
ego, the Mayor, Auditor, Tax Collector, 
Treasurer.and members of the Com- 
mon Council of San Diego, and the 
Southern California Mountain Water 
Company. The suit is the outgrowth 
of the ‘election held in San Diego on 
June 27, at which it was voted that 
the city shall issue bonds to the amount 
of $1,500,000 for the purpose of pur- 
chasing certain water rights, reser- 
voirs, distributing plant and water 
from the Southern California Moun- 
tain Water Company. 

The complainant, who is a taxpayer 
in San Diego, seeks to enjoin the is- 
suance of the bonds and the purchase 
contemplated. The bill recites that the 
present population of the city does not 
exceed 20, It says the consumption 
of water for all purposes is not over 
100 miner's inches a day and it is sup-_ 
plied by the San Diego Water Com- 
pany, under the terms of a franchise 
granted to it by the city. gat’ 

By the terms of the city’s special 
charter all ordinances which involve 
any increased liability or any indebt- 
edness for the city must, before being 
acted upon by the Common Council, 
be submitted to the City Auditor and 
he. must certify that the proposed in- 
debtedness or liability can be incurred 
without a violation of the charter. 

The bill alleges that on March 27, 1896, 
the Common Council directed the City 
Engineer to make plans and estimates 
for the proposed work, and subse- 
quently approved his report. An ordi- 
nance was then passed declaring that 
the public interest and the needs of 
the city demanded the construction of 
water works and the acquisition, from 
the Southern. California Mountain Wa- 
ter Company, of a water right of 
1,728,000 cubic feet of water per day, and 
of reservoir sites, meter house site 
and rights-of-way, the whole to cost 
11.500, 000. Afterward the Council passed 
an ordinance whereby a special elec- 
tion’ was called for June 27 to sub- 
mit to the voters the proposition to 
issue bonds with which to carry aut 
these plans; and on the same day an- 
other ordinance was passed instructing 
the Mayor to execute a contract with 
the Southern

THE CASTLE OF KENILWORTH. 


Once the Most Magnificent Residence 
im Bugiand, but Now a Ruin. 


A litle to the north of the River Avon 
lies the town. of Kenilworth, one of the 
most famous spots of all Warwickshire 
It is only a straggling village, whose 
rows of ancient cottages, red-gabled 
and built of timbers blackened by age, 
look quaint and curious enough to our 
modern eyes. but the interest of Ken- 
Uworth is not in the village itself; it is 
in the ruined castle from which the vil- 
lage takes its name. 

It was more than 700 years ago that 
the first massive walls of Kenilworth 
were raised. Evidently it was meant 
that the castle should be a stronghold, 
capable of withstanding any sort of 
attack, for a part of these ancient walls 
in the shape of a square tower, still 
bid defiance to wind and weather. The 
history of Kenilworth Castle has been 
full of change and excitement. At 
times it was in the possession of power- 
ful nobles whose .followers were the 
scourge and terror of the whole country 
round about, because of the fe- 
rocity and recklessness with which 
their foragi parties plundered and 
destroyed. en again it was the prop- 
erty of the kings of England. and 
splendid tournaments were held in its 
great tilt-yard. Almost every owner 
added to the castle, till at last it came 
to be a magfiificent residence, the fin- 
est in all England, as well as a strong 
fortress. It was during the reign of 
“Good Queen Bess,“ when the castle 
belonged to ‘one of her courtiers. the 
Earl of Leicester, that Kenilworth was 
at the height of its glory and splendor. 
Then as the old surveyors tell us, it 
inclnded within its walls a circuit of 
nineteen or twenty miles, “in a pleasant 
country, the like both for strength, 
state and pleasure, not being within 
the realm of England.” 

In 1576 Queen Elizabeth visited Kenil- 
worth where she was entertained mag- 
nificently for more than two weeks. 
There is a quaint account of her visit 


in an ancient letter written by one 


who was at the castle at the time. As 
she drew near the outer walls, the 
trnmpeters who stood upon the walls 


. “being six in number, each eight feet 


high, with their silvery trumpets, of a 
five foot long, sound up & tune of 
welcome.” Then, as the Queen and her 
retinue, havi passed through the 
outer gatew approached the inner 
walls, a floating island appeared in 
the moat or lake that surrounded three 
sides of the castle, and a beautifn! girl 
representing the Lady of the 
bade the Queen welcome to Kenilworth. 
When wel e the head of 
the state he gave Kenilworth to his 
generals, who reduced the beautiful 
castle to ruing,in a very short space 
of time, They it of everything 
that could be: 
then left it to go to pieces, so that today 
it ie only an imposing pile of ruins. 
As in the days of its glory, Kenil- 
worth was the noblest marion in 
England. so now in its decline its ruins 
are more impressive and beautiful than 
any others in the country. - Crumbling 
walls are all that is left of the grand 
and stately halls where the sovereigns 
of England have been. entertained, 
while only broken arches remain to tell 
of the great gateways through which 
brilliant trains of knights and ladies 
have 
ruined wall and crumbling window 
arch, all of a uniform pale-red tint, 
the ivy throws its drapery of living 
green, rounding and softening the sharp 
edgés of the masonry, and adding its 
fresh beauty to the mellow tints the 
ancient stonework. Once Kenilworth 
was guarded at every point by outjut- 
ting towers ‘of defense, while every- 
thing necéssary to it as u fortress or 
as a residence, was contained within 


the swéep of battlements. Now its 
towers ‘are fallen, its protecting walls 
have mould away. and the old cas- 


tle, once the scene of gayety and splen- 
dor, is at the mercy of wind and

— | FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL 


Los Angeles, June 29, 1896. 

CAPITALISTS ARE CAUTIOUS. Re- 
ports from all parts of the country go 
to show that we cannot expect any gen- 
eral turning looge of capital into the 
channels of trade until the election of 
the Republican ticket this fall is defi- 
nitely assured. The nomination of Mc- 
Kinley on a sound-money platform 
made an excellent impression on the 
money markets of the world, but the 
full benefit of that action cannot be 
realized until after the election of Mc- 
Kinley. Then there is every indica- 
tion that a very large amount of out- 
side capital, both eastern and European, 
will at once be invested in the develop- 
ment of the western country. 


COMMERCIAL. 

CONDITION OF TRADE. Local deal- 
ers and commercial agencies complain 
about the condition of trade and the 
difficulty of making collections. To the 
average observer it appears as if Los 
Angeles is doing a rushing busines, and 
60 it is but it should be remembered that 
during the past few years the number 
of persons among whom that business 
has to be divided has increased im- 
mensely. From a population of 50,000 
in 1880 to one of at least 85,000 in 1896 
shows an addition of not less than 7000 
families in the city, who are all com- 
peting with each other and with those 
who were already here, for a living, 
either by obtaining employment from 
others or by running some kind of busi- 
ness of their own. Even the large 
amount of building that has gone for- 
ward in the city for the past couple 
of years can scarcely suffice to furnish 
employment, either directly or indi- 
rectly to so very large an increase of 
population. 

The natural remedy for this condition 
of affairs is to be found in the develop- 
ment of the industries upon which Los 
Angeles depends for support—the horti- 
cultural and mining industries of the 
surrounding country and the man- 
ufacturing industries of the city. 
Fortunately the two former are now 
coming to the front in a most satisfac- 
tory manney, while the manufacturing 
industry in the city is being extended 
quietly and steadily.. With the settle- 
ment of the national political contest in 

a satisfactory manner this fall, there is 
uid doubt that a very large amount of 
capital will be invested in Southern 
California. This will be followed by a 
revived demand for labor of all de- 
scriptions and business will correspond- 
ingly improve. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


ICE AND COLD STORAGE. One of 
the most important manufacturing es- 
tablishments in Los Angeles is the ice 
and cold-storage works, near Seventh 
street and the river. The business of 
this company consists of three depart- 
ments; first, the manufacture and sale 
of ice; second, a cold-storage business, 
and thirdly, the sale of a distilled water 
for drinking purposes. 

The manufacture of ice in Southern 
California is attended with a great 
many difficulties which are not encoun- 
tered in the Eastern and Southern 
States, such as the first cost of plant 
and machinery—a large portion of 
which must necessarily be purchased'in 
the East. The use of ice is not as gen- 
eral either in winter or summer, as in 
the larger eastern cities, owing perhaps 
to the fact of people not being in the 
habit of using it on account of the high 
prices which have hitherto prevailed 
here. Then, too, the question of water 
and fvel has always been one of consid- 
erabl importance. Of course, the dis- 
covery of fuel oil in Los Angeles has 
been of great assistance in reducing the 
cost of manufacturing ice, but the mat- 
ter of water is one which will always 
give more or less trouble, owing to the 
large quantities of cold water which 
are required for condensing ammonia 
gas, which is required in one stage of 
the process of refrigeration. For the 
past few years the ice business has been 
controlled by a combination, and very 
fair prices were obtained for the prod- 
uct, although the output of every fac- 
tory in Southern California was consid- 
erably curtailed to maintain these rates. 
On the first of January, 1896, this com- 
pany withdrew from the combination, 
— ea lower prices have been the 


bene cold- storage department has been 
growing — the prineipal prod- 
ucts handled being butter, cheese, 
meats, fish, etc., and winter vegetables, 
apples, pears and other green fruits, 


also poultry, fish and fresh meats. This 


is the only cold-storage house south of 


San Francisco and its capacity is larger | 
than that of any other house on the 


coast. The successful caring for perish- 
able goods in cold-storage requires the 
most exacting attention on the part of 
everybody connected with the plant. It 
is necessary to run the refrigerating 
plant every minute in twenty-four 


hours, 365 days in the year. All the ma- 


chinery is in duplicate, as a breakdown 
might result in the loss of great quan- 
tities of valuable goods. The tempera- 
ture of the rooms has to be watched 
and regulated constantly during day 
and night. It is a strange sensation to 
walk from the genial warmth of a sum- 
mer afternoon in Los Angeles into one 
of these cold-storage apartments, where 

temperature is somewhere between 
16 and 20 deg. Fahr. At present a very 
large amount of butter is held in cold- 
storage in this. establishment. There 
are also fish in cold-storage, as hard as 
rocks, which have been there for a num- 
ber of months. 

The numerous complaints about the 
quality of the Los Angeles water led 
to the establishment about a year ago 
of a department for the manufacture of 
distilled water, which has grown alto- 
gether beyond the expectations of, the 
company. Even were the water of the 
Los Angeles River otherwise pure, as 
it is delivered to consumers in this city, 
it contains a larger amount of solid 
matter than is altogether good for 
health and this can only be removed by 
distillation. The process of distilling 
the water is a very interesting one. 
Every drop is twice distilled and re- 
polled. In addition to being used for 
drinking purposes this water is exten- 
sively bought by chemists, physicians, 
photographers and others who require 
perfectly pure water. 

This establishment employs a large 
number of men in the various depart- 
ments, most of whom live in the neigh 
borhood of the plant, where quite * 
tle residence seotion has been bullt up 
around the works.

IS TROUBLE BREWING IN 

THE PEAT LANDS. 

Celery-growers Give Employment to 
Chinese Workmen—A Flurry at 
the County Jail Because & Man 
Got Hudngry—Baldwin’s Case. 


SANTA ANA, June 29.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Prominent residents of 
the Westminster district who were in- 
terviewed yesterday by a Times cor- 
respondent in reference to the agitation 
theré against Chinese labor in the cel- 
ery fields, very plainly intimate that 
summary action will be taken to expel 
the Celestials, unless this result can 
be brought about by other means. 
They declare that white men are will- 
ing to accept employment for the 
game wages paid the Chinamen, and 
maintain that the whites are fully 
competent to do the work required in 
the celery fields. At a meeting held 
June 24 their position in the matter was 
explicitly set forth in a resolution 
drawn up and placed in the hands of 
a committee to be presented to Mr. 
Smelzer, upon whose ranch the Chi- 
nese are employed. 

‘The resolution declares it is detrimen- 
tal.to the peace, prosperity and welfare 
of the masses, and especially the day 
laborers, that Chinese be employed in 
the production of celery and other farm 
p ucts, inasmuch as many of the la- 
borers who have depended upon em- 
ployment in the celery fields for the 
support of themselves and families are 
thrown out of employment, and, owing 
to the present depression stand sorely 
in need of the money which is now 

ing into the hands of the Orientals. 
tt was resolved that a committee be 
appointed to interview Mr. Smelzer, a 
present employer of Chinese, for the 
purpose of persuading him to dis- 
charge the Chinamen and to employ 
deserving American citizens instead. 
Furthermore it was resolved that Mr. 
Smelzer be asked in the name of the 
deserving unemployed of the vicinity 
to discharge the unwelcome Chinese 
now in his employ. 

Mr. Smelzer declined to grant the re- 
quests embodied in the petition, and 
anéther meeting was held Saturday 
evéning, at ch it was decided to 
adopt more ive measures with 
a View to the accomplishing the desired 


t. 

From what Mr. Smelzer said yester- 
day it is hardly probable that he will 
yi to the demands of the white men, 
and so the situation, as it now stands, 
presages evil for the Mongolians. The 
petition contained 109 signatures. 

A FLURRY AT THE JAIL. 

There was a flurry at the County Jail 
this morning between the hours of 7 
and 8 o’clock, which for a brief time 
created considerable excitement on the 
Streets. The report gained circulation 
that some fellow down in the jail had a 
pistol and he w shooting the day- 
lights out of every man who chanced 
to Gome near him. Sheriff Nichols was 
notified with all possible haste that men 
were being murdered without mercy at 
the jail and for him to come down as 
fast as his legs could carry him. But 
before the Sheriff could get more than 
half way down word was sent up to him 
that no special damage had been done. 
It was ascertained that only one pistol 
shot had been fired, and that one was 
by “Bob” Moffitt, who has been acting 
as night watch in the jail since the in- 
tation of so many hard charac- 
te Bob fired the gun simply as a sig- 
nal of distress. He was hungry. It was 
the custom to relieve Mr. Moffitt at 6:30 
o'clock each morning, but somehow or 
other he was forgotten this morning 
and his hunger became so keen that the 

istol shot was given to raise some one 

y whom he could send word to the 
Sheriff to come and let him out so he 
could get something to eat. From the 
number of people who gathered around 
the county bastile in five minutes after 
the shot was fired, Bob could have sent 
word by a hundred or more messengers. 

THE JURY DELIBERATING. 

The jury that has heard the evidence 
in the second trial of George Baldwin, 
charged with raping little eight-year- 
old Lizzie Williams of Bolsa, received 
its charge from the court this afternoon 
and at 4 o'clock repaired to the private 
room adjacent to the Sheriff's office to 
deliberate upon a verdict.

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SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY 


CITY MARSHAL VAN DOREN HAS A 
LIBEL SUIT. 


Thought He Was ec in a 
Police Station Item—He Was the 
Victim of Another Who Used 
His Title. 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 29.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) One of the 
most remarkable libel suits ever 
brought in Southern California began 
in court here today—the case of City 


‘Marshal Van Doren of San Bernardino 


against the Los Angeles Times. The 
suit is the outgrowth of a local news 
article printed in The Times of October 
16, 1895. In that article was related the 
experience of a man who, in making 
the rounds of the disreputable houses of 
Los Angeles, was robbed and cinched 
by a female whose society he had 
sought. The man told his troubles to 
the police, to whom he said he was the 
City Marshal of San Bernardino, and, 
consequently, deserved especial official 
courtesy. The next morning after the 
matter had been reported to the police 
and officers had taken action to re- 
cover property which the fair cyprian 
had taken from the stranger, The Times 
related the facts as they had been told 
by the victim at the Police Station. 

While the stranger had been frank 
enough in acknowledging the part he 
had taken in a disgraceful episode, he 
deliberately lied as to his identity, 
though that fact. was not discovered 
until the evening of the day that the 
story was published. That is why The 
Times of October 16, 1895, said that a 
man claiming to be a city official of 
San Bernardino had gotten into trouble 
by “seeing the elephant” of Los An- 
geles. The man told the police that he 
was City Marshal of San Bernardino, 
and on that authority The Times so re- 
ferred to him. 

During the following day the real 
identity of the stranger was disclosed. 
He was in reality W. F. Boreham, a 
constable of Victor, San Bernardino 
county, who was masquerading as the 
City Marshal of San Bernardino. No 
doubts whatever are cast upon the de- 
tails of the story, but as the next day’s 
development. showed, and as another 
local news item explained, it was Bore- 
ham of Victor, and not Van Doren of 
San Bernardino, who got into the 
scrape. As soon as the real facts were 
learned The Times hastened to set mat- 
tesrs right, and put the credit where it 
rightly belonged, and exonerated the 
City. Marshal, who had not hitherto 
been named except by his title. 

When Marshal Van Doren, in San 
Bernardino, tead of the escapade of 
some one who was sailing under his 
colors he at first treated it all as a 
joke, but some time later he bethought 
him clai g damages for libel. 
Such in short is the cause of action in 
the trial now in progress here. 

Plaintiff is represented by Col. A. B. 
Paris, C. L. Allison and H. W. Nisbet, 
as counsel, while the interests of the de- 
fendant are looked after by Senator 
Stephen M. White, Hon. Henry T. Gage 
and Charles Monroe, Esgq., of Los Ange- 
les, assisted by George B. Cole, Esq., of 
San Bernardino. The trial is before 
Judge Campbell of the Superior Court, 
sitting for Judge Otis. 

The case was taken up at the opening 
of court at 9a.m. An hour and a quar- 
ter was spent in empanelling a jury. 
The venire of sixteen talesmen present 
being exhausted in that time with sev- 
eral jurymen still lacking, an order for 
a special venire of twelve-was e, 
returnable at 2 p.m., and an adjourn- 
ment was then taken until that hour. 

When court reconvened at2 o’clock the 
additional talesmen summoned were 
present and the jury as finally com- 
pleted is constituted as follows:

The jury being completed and sworn 
in at 2:45 o’clock Attorney Nesbit 
cpened the proceedings by reading the 
complaint in which the alleged libelous 
article is reviewed, and the contention 
set up that plaintiff is damaged to the 
extent of $10.000. 

Hon Henry T. Gage followed 
with the reading of defendant’s an- 
swer, denying in toto the allegations 
in the complaint in so far as the article 
was alleged to reflect upon or have ref- 
erence to L. Van Doren. 

A copy of The Times containing the 
alleged libelous article, and a sworn 
statement by Harry Chandler, circula- 
tor of The Times, as to the circula- 
tion of the paper at that date, were 
filed in evidence, both parties consent- 


ing. 

The first witness for the prosecution 
was the plaintiff himself. who took 
the stand and gravely testified that 
he was City Marshal of San Bernar- 
dino at the time the article in question 
was published. A question as to the 
manner and extent of the damage he 
sustained in consequence of the publi- 
cation was objected to, and the objec- 
tion was sustained. The question as 
to how it affected his feelings was sub- 
stituted, and brought forth the hesi- 
tating answer that he felt greatly hu- 
miliated and wronged by the article, 
and that it would do him harm in case 
he should ever run for a county office. 

A auestion as to whether any of his 
friends came to him and said they un- 
derstood the article referred to him, 
was ruled out on the ground that there 
was no foundation for the question in 
the complaint. This put counsel for 
the plaintiff into a brown study as what 
to do next. After an awkward pause 
of considerable duration, they asked for 
permission to amend the complaint so 


as to read that many readers of The 


Times understood and believed that the 
article referred to and méant plaintiff. 
Counsel for the defense entered a 
vigorous objection, and after some dis- 
cussion the objection was sustained. 
Plaintiff’s counsel took an exception. 
and being baffied in further attempt to 
get in evidence bearing on this point, 
handed the witness over to the de- 
tense, who dismissed him without 
questioning. 

The attempt to extract any material 
evidence from the next three witnesses 
for the prosecution proved a fizzle. The 
information sought after was barred by 
objections made by the defense and 
sustained dy the court. Plaintiff's 
counsel then renewed their request for 
leave to amend the complaint, which 
was granted and a recess en till 
7:30 p.m. 

At the evening session a few more 
witnesses were examined for the prose- 
cution, with no better results, and the 
prosecution then reste 

Mr. Gage then made the preliminary 
statement for the defense, after which 
the reporter who wrote the article and 
Sergt. Morton, Officer Shand and Chief 
Glass of the Los Angeles police force 
testified in the behalf of the defense, as 
also City Editor Ream and Col. Otis of 
The Times. At 10 o'clock the trial 
still in progress.

Director Kennedy reported that the 
committee having charge of the pro- 
posed purchase of ground adjoining the 
Sand-street school would not recom- 
mend such purchase; but the North- 
western Improvement Association had 
offered to grade and improve the school 
grounds and the committee recommend- 
ed ‘that they be permitted to do this. 
This report aroused considerable dis- 
cussion, for some of the directors be- 
lieved this an unusually favorable op- 
portunity to acquire ground which the 
school should have. But the cry of 
economy“ was raised and the pro- 
posed purchase was voted down. 

Upon the proposition to grade the 
school grounds, Director Fulton endea- 
vored to incorporate a stipulation that 
no part of the work should be done by 
chain-gang labor. He denounced the 
chain-gang as a relic of barbarism and 
said he was opposed to its use by the 
school board. His amendment met 
with no support, however, and the re- 
port of the committee was adopted.
